AN ENGINE OF DEATH. 


The Dynamite Crugier Gun Boat to be 
Launehed for the United 
8Utes Navy. 


PHUIADELPHTA, April 17.—The Wm. 
Cramp & Sous' Ship and Engine Build- 
ing company have nearly completed a 
dynamite cruiser gun boat, called York- 
town, designed for the United States 
navy. It will be launched Saturday, 
Api^ 28, in the presence of Secretary 
Whitney. 


It carries four pneumatic guns for 
hurling dynamite projectiles, with a 
range of at least a mile. The training 
of the guns is accomplished by steering 
the vessel, and the lining is all done by 
steam. The guns are fifteen-inch calibre 
and the shells, which can be fired with 
great accuracy twice a minute, will con- 
tain 800 pounds of explosive gelatine, 
equivalent to 852 pounds of dynamite. 


It is claimed if this gun is properly 
handled it will be the most destructive 
engine of war yet invented, for the 
heaviest armored ships in the world will 
go to pieces from the explosion of a 
shell much smaller than those thrown 
by the guns on Torktown. 


The Wealth ot the Jews.

MoxmoBLi<o, 111., April 17.—The sud- 
den death of Mrs. A. M. Caswell, at 
Brooklyn, New York, from a stroke of 
paralysis, ends one of the most cele- 
brated cases of litigation on record. Her 
husband, Daniel H. Caswell, deserted 
her in 1868, and in 1860 made applica- 
tion for a divorce in the Piatt county 
circuit court, wuich was granted. 


In January, 1869, Caswell married 
Miss Louisa C. Broodwell, of Ohio, by 
whom there has been bom six children. 
In 1886, at the February term, Mrs. A. 
M. Caswell entered suit in the Piatt 
county circuit court to have the divorce 
impeached and set aside 
after the 
decree had been granted seventeen 
years. 
She was successful and the di- 
vorce was revoked by the court. 


Caswell carried the case up to the ap- 
pellate and supreme courts of Illinois, 
both of which sustained the Piatt county 
court, inaking Mr. Caswell's marriage 
with Miss Broodwell null and void and 
illegitimate. 
Mr. Caswell lives at Nash- 
ville, Tenn., where his first wife, Mrs. 
A. M. Caswell, had instituted suit in the 
courts for a divorce and alimony, and 
the death of Mrs. Caswell will end this 
suit, but he will have to marry his pres- 
ent companion to make her his legal 
wife.

HOW THE DEMOCRATS MADE AND 
LIBERALIZED A NATION. 


Vrom Atlr!i<«^*o to Ps«lfle, St. Crolz U* 


Bio Grande — Joslsb Quincy — Felix 
Orandy—Joel B. Poinsett—William L. 
Msrcy—Robert J. Wslker—Alaskn. 


When the Democratic party first came 
into power the United States territory ex- 
tended only to the Mississippi and down 
to latitude 81 degs., leaving all Florida 
and the lower part of Ihe Gulf states to 
j other nations; when it went out of power 
our territory stretched from ocean to 
ocean, from latitude 49 degs. to the Gtilf 
and from the St. Croix to the Rio Grande. 
These are hard facts, which no party 
malice can obscure; they cannot *be over- 
thrown by all the casuistry of a Sherman 
and all the "gall" of an Ingalls. 
They 
persistently charge—and 
by persistent 
reiteration make some of their callow fol- 
i lowers believe it—that Democracy is and 
always has been "without brains," "in- 
capable of governing the country, etc.;"^ 
but they take good care not to mention 
the facts that this much stigmatized party 
acquired all our territory worth having, 
made this the leading nation of the conti- 
nent, secured the present liberal constitu- 
tions for the states in the Mississippi val- 
ley, completed the separation of church 
and state, established an independent 
treasury after paying two national debts, 
and, in short, made the country in size 
and capacities substantially what it ia to- 
day. 


While our opponents cannot get aronnd 
these facts, it has lately become a fashion 
with them to deny the credit to Demo- 
crats and claim these acqtiisitions as non- 
partisan. 
We purpose here to present 
Just a few proofs on that point. 
Inci- 
dentally, however, we will say that the 
opposition of the Federalists and Whigs 
was perfectly honest and the most natural 
thing in the world; for, according to thair 
theory of centralizing 
government, a 
large territory would ia very truth be an 
immense evil. Indeed, two or three of the 
states are almost too large to be governed 
from one center; and if the Federalist 
doctrine had prevailed this nation could 
only have been governed as the Roman 
empire was. 
But on the true Democratlo 
system a continent can be governed aa ef- 
flciently as a county; for that system la 
that the nation should do nothing whicli 
can safely be left to the state, the state 
nothing that can be trusted to the county 
and the county nothing that the local 
authorities can do; while neither nation, 
state nor county, should interfere with 
personal liberty further than is absolutely 
necessary, leaving each man to be aa far 
as possible his own moral agent. 
Andwa 
must admit that the large extent of oar 
country has greatly aided to enforce the 
Democratic principle of local self govern- 
ment—so much so that even the Republi* 
can justices of the supreme cpurt ara 
getting back to it, despite all the central- 
ization of the war period. 


When 
Thomas 
Jefferson 
acquired 
Lionisiana the Federalists fell afoul of 
him with abase, the reading of which now 
makes us think of Ingalls as a gentleman. 
Joeiah Qnincy announced that the bonds 
of the Union were dissolved, and that 
Massachusetts, of which he was a repre- 
sentative. ought to secede. 
The believers 
in centralization were wise enough to sea 
that such an addition of territory was 
hostile to their schemes, that the neir 
states in the south and west would nata- 
rally be ardent for local self government. 
Young voters are apt to think that the 
habit of denouncing Democrats as "igno- 
rant," 
'unpatriotic," "Jacobins, etc.," 
has sprung up since the war; they may 
be surprised to leam that it was much 
worse long before, that Jefferson particU' 
larly was pictured as a demagogue, a 
libertine and an atheist, and that thou- 
sands of "old women of both sexes" actu- 
ally believed that they would have their 
Bibles taken from them and burned if he 
were rtected president. 
Louisiana was 
admitted into the Union in 1811, against 
the protest of one-third of the members 
of the house of representatives, almost 
every one of them from the northeastern 
states. 
In 1819, by a treaty with Spain, 
we acquired the whole of Florida and got 
an unquestioned title to the Gulf of the 
states between it and the MississippL 
Out of this and the expeditions of Gen. 
Jackson, which preceded it, grew per^ 
sonal and party hatreds, which endured 
thirty years. 
Thereafter the Democrats 
voted almogt solidly for the new states of 
the west, while the opposing party was 
generally divided. 


In this period the Democratic party 
contained some of the grandest men in 
history. 
Tliere, for instance, was Felix 
Grundy, whose name ought to be better 
known to this generation—a friend of hu- 
manity whose career young Democrats 
should study. 
He was born in Berkeley 
county, Va., Sept. 11, 1777, and died In 
Nashville, Dec. 19, 1840. 
Nearly all his 
active life was spent in Tennessee, and aa 
a representative and senator from that 
state; and he takes high rank among those 
noble men who established the liberal 
constitutions of these western states. Any 
one who will compare the constitution of 
Indiana, for instance, with that of any 
of the New England or Atlantic states of 
the time of its adoption, will be struck 
with the contrast—especially as to the 
property rights of women, the exemption 
of witnesses from annoyance concerning 
their religion, and the complete separa- 
tion of church and state; but it is a fact 
not generally known that traces of the old 
British practice of making religious dis- 
tinctions between 
citizens lingered In 
some of the Federalist states to a very 
recent period, and thai some very hot po- 
litical battles were waged thereon. 
The 
honor of completing the divorce of church 
and state and enforcing it in the constitu- 
tions of the states admitted before the war 
belongs to the Democracy. 


Another Democrat of note durmg tha 
time the Democrats were rounding out the 
borders of the nation, was the refined and 
scholarly Joel R. Pdinsett, of South Caro- 
lina. He learned medicine and the natural

burgh and military engineering at Wool- 
wkdi. 
However, 
hJa 
lifto in

Britain only mada him love his country 
more, ami he came home to devote his 
life to her service. 
In 1809 he went to 
South Anierica for President Madison to 
advise and assist the friends of liberty 
there; in 1822 he .went to Mexico on a 
similar errand, and his able reports to 
Presidents Monroe and Adams give the 
best picture of the peculiar condition of 
Mexican affairs in the disturbed period 
following her revolution. 
VVlien those 
reports were read and digested, all far 
seeing men knew that the time was near 
at hand when the United States must ex- 
tend to the Rio Grande and Pacific. 
He 
returned to South Carolina to oppose the 
ntillification movement, was secretary of 
-war under President Van Buren, and fur- 
nished the statesmen of that day with 
many of the points which finally secured 
us Texas and California. 


Cotemporary with the foregoing, but 
remaiuing longer in active life, were the 
statesmen William L. Marcy and the em- 
inent finaucier, Robert J. Walker, secre- 
tary of war and secretary of the treasury In 
the stormy administration of James K. 
Polk. The establishment of the independ- 
ent treiisury was the g r e a ^ t achieve- 
ment of Van Buren*8 administration; but 
the bringing of that treasury to its high- 
est state of efficiency and establishing the 
fairest system of revenue this country 
ever had, was the work of Robert J. 
Walker. 
The Whigs indulged.in some 
ridicule of Marcy because he did not Tn^ 
sist upon extending our northwestern 
boundary up to 50 or 40 degs. ; but the 
solid fact remains that when he came 
Into oflSce we had not an undisputed title 
to Oregon, and when he went out we ha3. 
South of Oregon and west of Texa.s that 
administration added to the country au 
area twelve times the size of Ohio, a re- 
gion which has given to the national 
treasure $1,600,000,000 in gold and sUver. 


In conclusion, perhaps, the other side 
should be heard. 
Well, the Republicans 
have bought—Alaska f Once or twice a 
year till 1885 they issued an official docu- 
ment 
to prove thAt the country was 
worth having; but the people are still 
skeptical. 
Mr. Wind-galls (or whatever 
his Kansas name is), would probably say 
that the common people are "without 
brains" to appreciate it.
